Epiphyte 1 PCBs are available from Hands Electronics in the UK and Far 
Circuits in the US - along with the 5W amplifier board. 


The Epiphyte 2, which includes the 5W amplifier on the same size EP-1 
board, has been in "prototype" form for the past few months. Last night 


the first photo-etched version was "smoke tested" (successfully after 
correcting two small errors in the traces) and worked into California. I 
should be in a position to hand (no pun intended) the positive 
transparency over for reproduction very soon. 


As the result of pressure from our friends "south of the border", the 
EP-2 has a varactor tuned (Vackar) VFO. For use in the UK a 4.19MHz 
ceramic resonator will allow tuning most of the 80M band. If there is a 
demand for the latter I could very easily modify the PCB layout. 


Incidentally, there was an error in the circuit for the 5W amplifier as 
it appeared in SPRAT 82. The PCB & parts layout are OK though. The 
fault was mine entirely and I will be issuing a correction.

the 2N2222 really does need about 2 volts on the collector taken off the 
diode string. The 

schematic is correct as Paul sent it. 


I have breadboarded several versions of regen and DC receivers just to see 
how they perform. 

Once I get something working on the breadboard, I lay out the parts 
placement on tenth inch 

graph paper and then make a circuit board. It is much easier to substitute 
parts and tweak coils 

on the breadboard than after they have been soldered permanently.
